Clemens the firſt of the Fewiſh after 
S. Peter; and after Linus his death, 
Cletw(or Anacletws )ſucceeding him, 
and dying alſo , both congregations 
were at length joyzed in one, under 
Clemens ; by which one clew 1 ſup- 
poſe it eafie to extricate the Reader 
out of the mazes, into which the a»- 
} cient writers may lead him,in rehear« 
| ſing the fir/t Biſhops of Rome lo very 
diverſly, but this is not a place to in-

The /ftatute of 25 Hey: VIII. forthe 
manner of elefting and conſecrating of
